MOSt Of 

arrests at 
demo were 
anti-EDL 

MOST of the people arrest¬ 
ed after an English Defence 
League march in Dudley 
were counter protesters, it 
has emerged. 

Police said five out of the 
29 people arrested were 
supporters of the far-right 
EDL. But the rest were 
counter protesters, includ¬ 
ing supporters of the group 
Unite Against Fascism. 

Officers arrested the peo¬ 
ple for breaching the peace 
during the protests on Feb¬ 
ruary 7 in the town centre. 

Most were released with¬ 
out charge. 

Around 50 members of 
Unite Against Fascism held 
a counter-protest in Castle 
Street while EDL protesters 
gathered outside the council 
house on Priory Road after 
marching from King Street. 

The breakdown on the ar¬ 
rests was confirmed by West 
Midlands Police following 
a Freedom of Information 
request. 

The force drafted in hun¬ 
dreds of extra officers from 
as far away as Wales to 
cover the demonstrations. 
Policing the event cost tax¬ 
payers £321,000. 

Hundreds of officers from 
across the country were 
called in as more than 600 
members of the far right or¬ 
ganisation descended on the 
town. Some 70 shops closed 
for the day.

School switch 
to academy 

A WOLLASTON school has 
become an academy in a 
move which will see it form 
closer ties with a college in 
the town.

Gaining 
academy status means the 
school, in Park Road West, 
becomes independent of the 
local authority. 

Head Clive Nutting said 
he was looking forward to 
working closely with King 
Edward VI College. 


CALL FOR MORE 
NURSERY PLACES 


MORE nursery places for children 
with special needs should be created 
in Dudley, the borough’s education 
chief says, as a fresh consultation 
with parents got under way. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton has pledged to re¬ 
view the services on offer to families. 

It comes after the council made a U-turn on plans to 


scrap free transport to nurs¬ 
eries following a petition 
signed by more than 800 
people. 

Councillor Crumpton said 
the consultation had high¬ 
lighted the need to look at 
how services could be im¬ 
proved, as he believed there 
was a shortage of nursery 
places in the borough. 

“We are are going to look 
at the wider picture,” he 
said. “We need extra places 
and some of the children 
need help with transport, so 
we are going to look at what 
changes or improvements 
we need to make. 

“I am going to meet a 
group of parents to discuss 
the outcomes of the first 
consultation and discuss 
what we are going to do 
next.” 

Councillor Crumpton said 
he was keen to get as many 
views as possible. 

Value 

“The consultation has of¬ 
fered tremendous value on 
many levels and has high¬ 
lighted to everyone the un¬ 
doubted quality of our early 
years services. 

“It has raised a tough de¬ 
bate around how we deliver 
education for children with 
additional needs. 

“We will now be gather¬ 
ing the information from 
the consultation before sit¬ 
ting down to consult further 
with colleagues in the coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny committee and 
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with parents to see how we 
can best move forward. We 
made it clear from the out¬ 
set that no child would be 
denied access to these nurs¬ 
eries because of money and 
that we would continue to 
provide support where it is 
needed. 

“We know we need to look 
at the service in the wider 
context and this may involve 
re-modelling it to ensure 
everyone has access to these 
much-valued services,” he 
added. 

Dudley Council originally 
proposed the transport ser¬ 
vice for children attending 
specialist nurseries be cut as 
part of its budget proposals 
for 2015/16. 

But the controversial 
move was withdrawn follow¬ 
ing consultations with par¬ 
ents and the tabling of an 
amendment by the Conserv¬ 
ative group at a full council 
meeting last week. 

The controlling Labour 
group accepted the amend¬ 
ment and it was passed by 
councillors. 

Parents attending the full 
council meeting cheered as 
they heard the amendment 
had been supported. 

The authority currently 
pays for dozens of children 
with additional needs to 
travel to specialist nurseries 
in the borough but says it is 
not legally required to do so. 


Lessons are plain sailing for students

PUPILS at a Dudley secondary school 
are being encouraged to get out on the 
open water after it became one of the 
first in the region to make sailing part 
of its curriculum. 

With their efforts inside the class¬ 
room delivering impressive results, 
bosses at Ellowes Hall School in Lower 
Gornal decided they would take advan¬ 
tage of their relationship with Himley 
Hall Sailing Club. 

The sport has been part of the 
school’s enrichment programme for 
the last year but staff have now taken 
the extra step of making it a perma¬ 
nent fixture on the timetable. 


The offer will initially be open to 
sixth formers before being rolled out 
to younger pupils. 

Two new sailing boats have been 
bought by the school, costing around 
£13,000, they have been named Aspire 
and Achieve after the school’s motto. 

Headteacher Alan Jasper said: “We 
try to be forward thinking and provide 
as many opportunities as we possibly 
can. 

“We are relatively close to Himley 
Hall Sailing Club and thought it was 
something we could do and had mem¬ 
bers of staff who were keen to help 
out.” 


Dudley North MP Ian Austin paid 
a visit to the sailing club as the new 
boats were unveiled. He praised the 
school for its focus on sport as well as 
getting results in the classroom. 

“Education and skills has to be our 
number one priority in Dudley, so I 
welcome the brilliant work of Ellowes 
Hall in raising standards,” he said. 

“I’m pleased to see the school build¬ 
ing on its partnership with Himley 
Hall Sailing Club to teach even more 
youngsters sailing. “Sports are helping 
teach the school’s students that with 
discipline, hard work and dedication, 
the sky is the limit.” 



Petition 
move to 
save King 
Arthur pub 

A PETITION has been 
launched against plans to 
build a new supermarket on 
the site of a landmark pub 
in Dudley. 

Aldi has lodged proposals 
to demolish The King Ar¬ 
thur, beside the Birming¬ 
ham New Road to make way 
for the store. 

But West Midlands MEP 
Bill Etheridge is now call¬ 
ing on council bosses to re¬ 
ject the scheme and for the 
building to be saved from 
the bulldozer. 

Councillors refused Aldi 
permission to demolish the 
pub in September, telling 
bosses they needed detailed 
proposals. 

The supermarket has now 
produced detailed docu¬ 
ments, saying the 1,000 sq ft 
store will create 40 jobs and 
have a 94-space car park. 

Mr Etheridge, who rep¬ 
resents Sedgley on Dudley 
Council, claimed the store 
would generate traffic on 
the already congested Pri¬ 
ory Road which sees traffic 
often queuing as far as The 
Broadway at peak times. 

He added: “I also fear the 
creation of an Aldi on this 
site would severely impact 
on the trade of nearby small 
retailers in Priory Road. 

“The development would 
also see the loss of trees and 
would throw local roads into 
greater traffic-choked chaos.

Town's bus 
lanes axed 

PLANS to scrap bus lanes 
in Halesowen have been ap¬ 
proved. 

Dudley transport boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
has given the go-ahead to 
axe the lanes in Bromsgrove 
Road and westbound on 
Queens way. It followed a 
12-month trial which the 
council said had shown 
there were no benefits of 
having them. 

Councillor Ahmed said: 
“The cost of revoking the 
lanes will be approximately 
£2,500.” 



Welcome to Dudley end Send well’s 
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Aldi revive plans for landmark pub site 


ALDI has revived plans to build a 
new supermarket at the site of a 
landmark pub in Dudley. 

The King Arthur, beside the 
Birmingham New Road, has been 
empty for three years and was 
boarded up after repeated vandal 
and arson attacks. 

Councillors refused Aldi permis¬ 
sion to demolish the pub in Sep¬ 
tember, telling bosses they needed 


detailed proposals. The supermar¬ 
ket has now produced detailed doc¬ 
uments, saying the 1,000 sq ft store 
will create 40 jobs and have a 94- 
space car park. 

Vehicles would access the shop 
from Priory Road with the Birming¬ 
ham New Road entrance closed off. 

Previous plans to turn the pub 
into a hotel failed to materialise and 
there has been growing concern the 


abandoned building is becoming an 
eyesore. 

Councillor Ken Finch, who rep¬ 
resents the Castle and Priory ward, 
said the Aldi plan was in the best 
interests of the community. 

“It was going to be a hotel or flats 
but it never happened,” he said. 

“There has been concerns about 
fly-tipping, anti-social behaviour 
and gipsies going on there. The only 


concern with the plan is traffic, that 
is the only possible problem I see.” 

Councillor Finch added he would 
be sad to see the pub go but that its 
potential demolition was a ‘fact of 
life’. 

“This is the best thing we can ex¬ 
pect to tidy the area up and in that 
area there is no big supermarket to 
serve the estates around there with¬ 
out going into Dudley town centre.” 


Concern grows over 
homeless on streets 


MORE than 50 people are sleeping rough on 
streets in the West Midlands - including six in 
Dudley — sparking calls for more to be done 
to tackle the issue. 

It comes as the number of homeless people in Eng¬ 
land rises by 14 per cent. The figure of 52 for rough 
sleepers in the Black Country, Staffordshire and Bir¬ 
mingham is up by one on the year before. 


Traders get 
chance to 
run market 

TRADERS will take over 
the day-to-day running of 
Dudley Market under new 
plans. 

Talks have been tak¬ 
ing place between Dudley 
Council and a number of 
stallholders. 

Officials said traders had 
‘expressed a desire’ to take 
over the day-to-day running 
of the six-day-a-week mar¬ 
ket. 

The project would see a 
non-profit organisation set 
up, with traders taking over 
direct management for the 
market for an initial period 
of 12 months. 

It would build on the 
market’s traditional appeal 
and allow specialist events 
to be introduced during the 
evening and on Sundays to 
boost visitor numbers. 

The scheme was being 
discussed at a meeting of the 
council’s cabinet yesterday 
(Wednesday). If approved, 
the traders would take over 
the running of the revamped 
market on August 1. 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster said: 
“Subject to approval, the 
council will work with trad¬ 
ers on joint marketing pro¬ 
grammes and activities.” 

Market traders boss Len 
Lenihan said: “We can see 
the potential.” 


Statistics for autumn last 
year are intended to give 
a ‘snapshot’ of how many 
rough sleepers would be 
found on any one night. 

The study by the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and 
Local Government found 
that 2,744 people slept 
rough in England in autumn 
2014, an increase of 14 per 
cent from 2,414 in 2013. 

The number of people 
sleeping rough across the 
country has increased year- 
on-year over the last five 
years and by 55 per cent 
since 2010. 

Doorways 

High streets in Dudley 
and Bearwood are being 
used with homeless people 
squeezing into shop door¬ 
ways or under canopies. 

There are seven peo¬ 
ple sleeping rough in Wol¬ 
verhampton on any given 
night, compared to six 
in 2013. There were six 
in Dudley— the same as 
the previous year — five 
in Walsall, which is three 
fewer than 2013, and two 
in Sandwell, which is down 
from three. In Birmingham 
there are 20, up from 14 the 
year before. 

Chief executive How¬ 
ard Sinclair, of Charity St 
Mungo’s Broadway, which 
helps 2,500 homeless people 
across England, said: “We 
are extremely concerned 
that yet again we are seeing 
a rise in the levels of rough 
sleeping. This is a problem 
that we cannot ignore and 
needs to be a top priority for 
the next Government.”

TRADERS are furious after parking re¬ 
strictions were put outside their shops. 

Owners of businesses along Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Street in Dudley said although the 
street has had yellow lines in place for sev¬ 
eral years, the addition of new ‘no-loading’ 
lines had made their situation worse. 

Mohammed Sagir said traders can no 
longer have deliveries direct to their door 
and the lines discouraged customers. 

Mr Sagir, who owns the Direct Link 
phone shop, said the lines appeared on 
February 16 without warning. “They just 


appeared and traffic wardens have been 
ticketing people ever since.” 

Mr Sagir said a petition with 20 signa¬ 
tures was handed to Dudley Council with 
a letter but has not yet received a response. 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said the order to prevent loading 
and unloading on a narrow section of the 
street, between 9am and 5pm, was intro¬ 
duced following complaints over pedestrian 
safety. He added: “The order was originally 
introduced last year after a consultation 
which received no objections.” 


Brewery 
links up 
for events 
at museum 

A BREWERY has joined 
forces with Dudley’s Black 
Country Living Museum to 
stage some of the biggest 
events at the attraction. 

Banks’s Brewery, in 
Wolverhampton, has been 
named sole sponsor of the 
Tipton Road museum’s 
1940s weekend and three 
Halloween nights to be held 
later this year. 

Bosses from the museum 
said the agreement with the 
brewery, which was founded 
in 1840 and is part of Mar- 
ston’s, had now been final¬ 
ised. 

As part of the scheme, a 
selection of Marston’s beer 
will be supplied at both 
events and each event will 
be represented by its own 
brew. 

Visitors will be able to 
enjoy the brewery’s Sun¬ 
beam beer at the 1940s 
weekend.The Halloween 
evenings will have Hobgob¬ 
lin, a brew from sister brand 
Wychwood which is also 
owned by Marston’s. 

The museum will stock 
Banks’s merchandise in its 
shop and eateries. In re¬ 
turn Marston’s staff will be 
working with museum staff 
to train in managing cellars. 

Director of development 
at the museum Vicki Stan¬ 
ley said they were pleased 
the agreement had now 
been confirmed.

More jobs 
are under 
scrutiny 
for savings 

A CONSULTATION on 
the second phase of a re¬ 
view to cut £1 million from 
Dudley Council’s manage¬ 
ment budget will begin this 
month. 

The council has already 
slashed the number of di¬ 
rector and assistant direc¬ 
tor posts from 22 to 11 as it 
battles to find up to £57m of 
savings within three years. 

Bosses will now look at 
the next tier down with 
heads of service being re¬ 
viewed. 

A consultation process is 
due to start this month. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, 
leader of Dudley Council 
said: “Once complete, the 
major restructure currently 
underway in Dudley is still 
on track to reduce senior 
management costs by £lm. 

Redundancy 

“This is not just a one-off 
saving; it will be on-going, 
year on year. 

“In the first year there 
will be redundancy and pen¬ 
sion costs to take into con¬ 
sideration. 

“However, looking to the 
future, the senior manage¬ 
ment restructure in Dud¬ 
ley is still on track to save 
this authority £lm each and 
every year.” 

Stabbing — 
teen in court 

A TEENAGER will appear 
in Wolverhampton Crown 
Court accused of attempt¬ 
ed murder after a man was 
stabbed on his doorstep in 
Dudley. 

The 17-year-old youth 
was arrested at an address 
in Netherton on February 
24. A 65-year-old man was 
attacked just before 6.15pm 
on the same day in Owen 
Street, Kates Hill, suffering 
serious stab wounds to his 
head, shoulder, chest and 
back. 

At a hearing on Thursday 
it was agreed that the case 
will be heard in Wolver¬ 
hampton on March 20.

Second chance because of 'disruptive lifestyle' 


A TEENAGER from Dudley who took part 
in a street robbery has been given another 
chance to avoid being put behind bars af¬ 
ter breaching her suspended jail sentence 
by failing turn up for a probation appoint¬ 
ment. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court sitting at 
the city’s magistrates court heard that Sta¬ 
cey Nance was part of a group who stole a 
mobile phone in an attack where the victim 
was punched and kicked. 

She was given an 18 months jail sentence 


suspended for two years for robbery. She 
was also given a curfew with supervision 
when she was sentenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court in December. 

Structure 

But Nance admitted breaching the order 
on January 27 after she failed to attend a 
probation appointment. 

She was then arrested and kept in cus¬ 
tody. 

Mrs Blondel Thompson, defending bar¬ 


rister, told the hearing at Wolverhampton: 
“All told she has missed many appoint¬ 
ments and the probation report indicates 
that this was due to her life lacking struc¬ 
ture. She also lacks self-esteem. 

“They think they can help her by putting 
her on a short skills course,” added Mrs 
Thompson. 

Sentencing judge Mr Recorder Ciaran 
Rankin agreed to follow the recommenda¬ 
tion and he ordered Nance, of Stourbridge 
Road, Dudley, to attend the Mariposa Pro¬ 


ject for 20 days to help her overcome her 
‘disruptive lifestyle’. She must also observe 
a curfew from 8pm to 6am for one month. 

“You were extremely fortunate to get a 
suspended sentence in the first place,” said 
the judge. 

“Having being given a fresh opportunity 
you almost immediately failed to comply 
with the supervision order.” 

He added that his decision not to trigger 
the jail term was due to her age and the fact 
that she had spent time in custody. 


NHS give GPs more power 
over £ 400 m health budget 


GENERAL practitioners in Dudley have been 
handed more power to manage the bor¬ 
ough’s £400 million health care budget. 

They will work with NHS England to decide how 
the money is spent and buy patient services such as 
hospital care and physiotherapy. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) has been 
given the green light to take over responsibility for co-com- 


missionmg the majority 
of GP services from next 
month. It is among some of 
the first organisations in the 
country to be given the go- 
ahead by NHS England. 

Doctors will be more 
involved in planning de¬ 
velopments and making 
improvements to existing 
services. They have already 
introduced longer opening 
hours at surgeries on Sat¬ 
urday mornings and prepa¬ 
rations are under way for 
a new urgent care centre to 
open at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal next month. 

Pressure 

The new centre has been 
designed to reduce pressure 
on the under-pressure A&E 
and will replace the walk-in 
centre at Holly Hall. It will 
be open 24/7 and patients 
will be able to make ap¬ 
pointments or just turn up. 

Clinical executive Dr Jas 
Rathore said taking on 
more responsibility would 
enable Dudley CCG to make 
improvements. 

“When we say ‘co-com¬ 
missioning’ we mean tak¬ 
ing joint responsibility with 
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NHS England for commis¬ 
sioning, planning, develop¬ 
ing, delivering, monitoring 
and managing the budget 
for GP services across Dud¬ 
ley,” he said. 

“We know our area, we 
know where GP services are 
most in need of improve¬ 
ment, we know the prac¬ 
tices which are providing an 
outstanding service and can 
help to lead by example. 

“Taking on a co-commis- 
sioning role will help us to 
make sure that our knowl¬ 
edge helps to shape future 
developments and protect 
the range of services. 

“It also helps us to en¬ 
sure that there remains a 
local focus on primary care 
in Dudley, supporting col¬ 
leagues in general practice 
to get the best services for 
local people,” he added. 

Chairman of Dudley CCG 
Dr David Hegarty said: 
“Building better GP services 
and wrapping improved 
community health care 
around those GP services is 
a key part of our vision.”

THE General Election will 
not overshadow the 70th 
anniversary of victory in 
Europe, the grandson of Sir 
Winston Churchill said on a 
visit to Dudley. 

Sir Nicholas Soames ac¬ 
knowledged the timing of 
polling day, May 7, was ‘in¬ 
convenient’ for people who 
wanted to celebrate VE Day 
on May 8. But the world 
would not allow the election 
to stop it from marking the 
defeat of Adolf Hitler and 
the end of the Second World 
War in Europe, he said. 

Conservative MP Sir 
Nicholas, the 67-year-old 
son of the wartime leader’s 
youngest daughter Mary 
Soames, was visiting with 
Black Country-born former 
Army officer Afzal Amin, 
the Conservative candidate 
for Dudley North. 

Speaking in the Church¬ 
ill Shopping Centre, named 
after his grandfather, for¬ 
mer armed forces minister 
and shadow defence secre¬ 
tary Sir Nicholas said: “It’s 
inconvenient timing but 
that’s the way it is and we 
won’t let it stop us. I ran 
the last celebrations, for the 
50th anniversary in 1995 
and they are the most won¬ 
derful events, not only here 
but around the world.” 

Sir Nicholas presented a 
painting to the centre.

Council tax frozen but 
tough times are ahead 


COUNCIL tax in Dudley has been frozen for 
another year but councillors warn of difficult 
times ahead as Government funding falls. 

Dudley Council approved what is described as a 
‘very difficult budget’ at a full meeting last week. 

The authority will have to make savings of £22.1 mil¬ 
lion in 2015/16 rising to £24.3m in 2016/17 and £26.3m in 
£2017/18. Officials warned this will leave a gap of £32.7m. 

A total of 36 council¬ 
lors voted in favour of the 
budget, with 18 abstaining 
and nine voting against. 

While controversial plans 
to axe free transport for 
special needs children were 
shelved, to the delight of 
campaigners, other plans 
— including proposals to 
increase charges for sports 
pitches — were included. 

Fallen 

Finance boss Council¬ 
lor Stuart Turner said in 
2010/11 the council was re¬ 
ceiving more than £196m 
ofgrant funding, but said 
by next year the equivalent 
funding will have fallen 
below £130m. 

The meeting was told 
the authority is on track to 
save £lm due to the ongoing 
management restructure, 
although some warned sav¬ 
ings would be far less when 
costs are taken into account. 

Councillor Turner said it 
would not be a one-off sav¬ 
ing but ongoing. 

“Yes, there will be costs 
but they will be one-off pay¬ 
ments which have been ac¬ 
counted for,” he said. 

Real ale award for MP 

A WEST Midlands MP who grew up in Sedgley has been 
presented with a Campaign for Real Ale award. 

Andrew Griffiths, 44-year-old Conservative MP for Bur¬ 
ton and Uttoxeter, received the organisation’s Beer Parlia¬ 
mentarian of the Year award for his efforts to secure two 
consecutive cuts in beer duty. 

Mr Griffiths, who was a pupil of High Areal School, 
now lives in Burton upon Trent. He was presented with 
the award by Camra national director Bob Stukins and 
national chairman Cohn Valentine at the annual Camra 
Parliamentary reception in the House of Commons.

The Sedgley rider still cycles at 
least 85 miles a week and helps organise 
events throughout the year. 

Though he admits that the days when he 
competed against Hugh Porter seem like a 
lifetime ago, he has no intention of locking 
away his bike. He says the racing club is 


still a major part of his life and fellow mem¬ 
bers are some of his best friends.

Fast train 
to capital 
at risk— 
engineer 

DIRECT train services to 
London could be lost from 
the Black Country unless 
council bosses can prove 
they are needed, a top rail¬ 
way engineer has warned. 

Andrew McNaughton, 
technical director of the 
proposed north-south high¬ 
speed train line HS2, said it 
was essential councils acted 
now to make the case why 
fast services to the capital 
from their towns should be 
kept. 

It has been a major con¬ 
cern among opponents to 
HS2 that stations such as 
Wolverhampton and Dud- 
ley/Sandwell will lose their 
fast services to Euston be¬ 
cause they will be replaced 
by a high-speed service from 
Birmingham. 

Mr McNaughton said the 
Government has said towns 
should expect ‘broadly simi¬ 
lar services’ to the ones they 
currently have when HS2 is 
completed in 2026. 

“It is not like playing 
Thomas the Tank Engine,” 
said Mr McNaughton. “You 
can’t make promises now. 
The start of this process is 
long-term planning and the 
West Midlands needs to get 
involved now. The Midlands 
are good at this. Ultimately, 
Network Rail and the De¬ 
partment for Transport will 
decide but local government 
has a key role to play.” 

£2.6m project 
starts at park 

WORK will begin to create 
a cafe and restore historic 
gates at a landmark Black 
Country park by the end of 
the month. 

It is part of a £2.6 million 
revamp of Mary Stevens 
Park in Stourbridge. Other 
work includes the creation 
of a multi-use games area 
and a netball court. 

Updating councillors on 
the progress of the project, 
chief executive of Dudley 
Council Sarah Norman said 
work was due to start soon 
on repairs to the entrance 
gates and on the new cafe 
in former offices within the 
park.

Minister 
says 'green 
belt safe 
with us' 

A MINISTER has insisted 
green belt land in Dudley is 
being protected. 

Local Government Minis¬ 
ter Brandon Lewis said the 
Coalition Government has 
reversed Labour measures 
that would have put the 
green belt under threat. He 
was responding to a ques¬ 
tion from Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin, who was seeking 
assurances that open green 
spaces would be protected. 

Mr Lewis said: “As 
pledged in the Collation 
agreement, this Govern¬ 
ment has safeguarded na¬ 
tional green belt protection 
and increased protection of 
important green spaces. We 
have abolished the Labour 
government’s top-down 
regional strategies which 
sought to delete the green 
belt in and around 30 towns 
and cities. 

“I would note that the 
West Midlands Regional 
Spatial Strategy Phase Two 
Revision Report published 
by the Government Office 
for the West Midlands in 
September 2009, was push¬ 
ing for a number of adverse 
changes to green belt protec¬ 
tion - that no doubt would 
have been implemented had 
the Labour Government not 
been ejected from office.” 

Mr Lewis added that 
councils now had more pow¬ 
ers to protect the green belt. 

Bathroom 
shower fire 

A WOMAN suffered minor 
smoke inhalation after her 
shower caught fire. She had 
just got out of the shower at 
her home on Bishop’s Walk 
in Halesowen when she no¬ 
ticed smoke coming from 
her bathroom. 

Haden Cross fire station 
dispatched two fire engines. 

Watch Commander Dan 
Griffiths said: “When the 
lady first noticed the fire 
she did the right thing by 
shutting the door, calling us 
and then exiting the prop¬ 
erty. Electric showers come 
with an isolation switch that 
we advise using in between 
showers.” 


Road safety bid 

THERE is a move to im¬ 
prove safety on roads in 
Wollaston following a spate 
of crashes. Dudley transport 
boss Councillor Khushid 
Ahmed said the authori¬ 
ty was considering speed 
management measures.

Fresh campaign to revive The Waterfront 



Luxury flats are on the way at The Waterfront 


MERRY Hill Shopping Centre bosses Intu 
have launched fresh efforts to find tenants 
for the nearby Waterfront development. 

The company, which runs more than 20 
shopping centres, including the Trafford 
Centre in Manchester, inherited the canal- 
side site when it acquired Westfield’s half 
share of Merry Hill for £407.7 million last 
spring. 

It is already planning to spend £20m on 
Merry Hill over the next three years, en¬ 
larging stores, creating more restaurants 
and attracting more big-name retailers. But 
it is also aiming to revamp the Waterfront. 


Dudley Council has already launched the 
Dudley Business Investment Zone in a bid 
to fill up empty office space and create jobs 
at the Brierley Hill site, which comprises of¬ 
fices, retail and leisure premises and is soon 
to include 181 canalside apartments as of¬ 
fice block Point North is converted into The 
Landmark luxury flats. 

Now, Intu has hired Halls Commercial to 
act alongside existing property agents Vail 
Williams to stimulate interest in The Wa¬ 
terfront. 

Intu senior asset manager Nick Round 
said: “The Waterfront is a key part of our 


ownership and it is our responsibility to 
ensure that we maintain and enhance the 
vibrant working community built around 
the marina.” 

The development comprises around 
750,000 sq ft of offices and the agents are 
offering space from 600 sq ft up to 47,000 sq 
ft. There are around 2,000 parking spaces 
on site as well as bars, restaurants and a 
hotel. The Copthorne Hotel, HM Revenue 
& Customs, West Midlands Ambulance 
Service and about 40 businesses are in the 
area, including JD Wetherspoon and Virgin 
Media. 


Call for owners to be told

Ian Austin, MP for Dud¬ 
ley North, added: “None of 
my constituents’ pets will be 
scanned in the event of such 
a tragedy but checks are still 
taking place in other parts 
of the country such as Corn¬ 
wall and Devon. 

“Those checks should be 
mandatory across the coun¬ 
try. We need to do this for 
everybody.” 

Until 2012, it was manda¬ 
tory for Highways Agency 
staff to scan collars to trace 
the owners. 

The policy was scrapped 
following a spending review.

Leisure boss Councillor Hilary Bills 
said the council had been subsidising 
pitches but had to make savings. She 
added: “We have already made sugges¬ 
tions to them. If they try to manage 
them themselves they can get hold of 
more funding than the council could.”

STAND by your beds. At last, a 
bit of commonsense from the 
governing classes. 

First of all, Communities Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles has told traffic 
wardens to give people 10 min¬ 
utes leeway before hitting them 
with parking tickets. And now 
Dudley Council has announced 
it will remove two bus lanes from 
Halesowen. If it was up to me we 
would get rid of traffic wardens 
altogether. 

Around 10 years ago 
Bridgnorth found itself without 
a traffic warden, and the town 
didn’t collapse into anarchy. A 
few people parked on the pave¬ 
ment and the one-hour limit in 
the High Street was routinely ig¬ 
nored, but did it mark the end of 
civilisation? Hardly. 

The money saved from get¬ 
ting rid of all the traffic wardens 
would pay for more police, who 
could deal with the small num¬ 
ber of serious parking violations 
which put public safety in dan¬ 
ger, while turning a blind eye to 
the ones that don’t. 

While we’re about it, let’s get 
rid of all bus lanes. I have nothing 
against buses, in the past week 
I have used them twice. What I 
don’t accept is that boarding a 
vehicle which happens to have 
two floors and a staircase some¬ 
how makes me more virtuous 
than other road users. Let’s be 
honest. The majority of people 
who use buses tend not to be in 
a hurry. 

During my two journeys last 
week, the passengers broadly 
fell into one of two categories: 
retired people doing their shop¬ 
ping, and teenagers on their 
way back from the local compre¬ 
hensive. The elderly folk didn’t 
look to be in any sort of rush, I 
would say they probably enjoyed 
having time for a natter. The row¬ 
dy schoolkids, who made up the 
majority of the passengers, were 
definitely in no hurry to get to 
their destination early. 

And me? Well I had taken the 
day off work to take my car into 
the garage. So I wasn’t in a hur¬ 
ry either. However, the people in 
the surrounding cars and vans 
were in a hurry. People driving to 
and from work. Delivery drivers, 
white van men, truckers. The 
people whose work pays the 
taxes which subsidise the buses 
in the first place. 

And they were stuck in the 
traffic queues while the bus glid¬ 
ed through its designated lane, 
like a Communist Party official in 
the Zil Lanes of 1980s Moscow. 

Of course, the people respon¬ 
sible for the bus lanes don’t see 
it like that. They doubtless take 
the view that by inconvenienc¬ 
ing motorists, they make public 
transport more attractive. But 
do they really expect the wash¬ 
ing machine repair man to start 
loading his tools onto the bus? 
How would they feel if the fish¬ 
monger started carting his wares 
up the stairs of the No. 7? 

One of these days, the gov¬ 
erning classes will realise that 
motorists are not some dissident 
group but just ordinary people 
going about their business.

Memorials keep 
mining pride alive 


ADAM BURLING takes a 
look at the memorials that 
have helped to keep mining 
alive despite pit closures 

THEY are monuments to a by¬ 
gone era when thousands of 
men toiled for long days in col¬ 
lieries across the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire. 

And though the mining industry 
has almost died out, memorials of 
all shapes and sizes are keeping its 
heritage alive. 

Two are currently being planned in 
Staffordshire, as residents seek a way of 
paying tribute to the workers who spent 
their working lives down the pits. 

And others have already been installed 
in Walsall Wood, Brownhills, Great Barr 
and Hednesford in recent years. 

As the 30th anniversary of the end of 
the miners’ strike was marked on Tues¬ 
day, the bitter dispute between Marga¬ 
ret Thatcher and the National Union of 
Mineworkers has been at the forefront of 
people’s minds. 

Communities were torn apart by the 
closures, with men who once had no trou¬ 
ble providing for their families suddenly 
struggling to make ends meet. Organis¬ 
ers say the memorials are giving villages 
and towns a sense of identity again. 

The 55ft high replica pit head in Wal¬ 
sall Wood is believed to be the biggest 
mining memorial in the world. 

Others bear the names of former pit¬ 
men, while the Davy Lamp memorial in 
Hednesford is surrounded by engraved 
paving slabs. 

And there are also tragic tales lurking 
behind the fond memories, as scores of 
men died in accidents and disasters. 

The desire to create a fitting tribute 
has also led to a dispute in Rugeley, with 
plans for a statue in the town delayed by 
a disagreement over the location.

It has now been confirmed that the 
memorial will finally be unveiled on 
Globe Island in September. 

The significance of mining to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire can¬ 
not be underestimated, with the Can¬ 
nock Chase coalfields once supported 
48 mines and the last, Littleton, shut in 
1993. Only a pit wheel remains at the 
site now, in the shadow of the modern 
design of the Littleton Green Commu¬ 
nity School - providing a stark contrast 
between the area’s past and future. 

Council chiefs commissioned artist 


Andy De Comyn to produce four 9ft 
sculpted figures for Rugeley, to com¬ 
memorate 80 miners who were killed 
underground at Brereton and Lea Hall 
collieries. 

And in Hednesford, the final of 3,500 
bricks was laid at the Davy Lamp me¬ 
morial a year ago. 

With a museum also dedicated to the 
town’s mining heritage, Hednesford 
has plenty of pride in the role it played 
in the industry. 

In the early part of the 20th century 
there were seven pits working in the 


area. But by 1975 only three collieries 
remained, providing employment for 
5,200 men. 

In December 1982 the last pit - West 
Cannock No.5 - known locally as the 
‘Tackeroo’ ceased production. 

Probably the most iconic of all the 
memorials in the Midlands is the 30ft 
steel-clad sculpture of a miner holding 
a lamp and pick axe that towers over 
Brownhills. 

It was produced by artist John McK¬ 
enna and has become a fixture on the 
landscape. 

Mining was the main source of income 
for families in Brownhills until the last 
pit closed in the 1950s. 

Brownhills was a hub of the industry, 
with at least 10 working pits there at its 
height. 

The deaths of 144 men looms large 
over the history of Hamstead Colliery 
in Great Barr, where the memorial 
features an original coal tub on rails 
mounted on a brick plinth. 

The worst accident was in March 1908 
when a fire broke out in the pit, and 
though 250 men escaped, 25 perished - 
along with John Welsby, who was hailed 
a hero as he tried to save the others. 

He was awarded an Edward VII medal 
and a local road, Welsby Avenue, was 
named after him. 

For 100 years there was no visible 
memorial to the men who died, and the 
colliery as a whole. 

But the Hamstead Miners Memorial 
Trust was set up in 2002 with the task 
of raising the necessary cash. 

A replica of winding gear from the 
Walsall Wood colliery that stood close to 
the site, it was a part of a £40,000 project 
that also included sculptures of miners. 

And it has attracted interest across 
the globe - achieving exactly what Mr 
Perry set out to do. 

He said he wanted to create something 
to make people talk about the miners for 
generations to come. And it proves the 
links with our past are showing no signs 
of breaking.

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Greedy bosses of roof 
firm conned customers 



DIRECTORS of a roofing firm 
initiated a ‘frenzy of com¬ 
mission-led greed’ as they 
conned customers in the 
Black Country out of millions. 

Alan Wilson, aged 54, and Chris¬ 
topher Wilkes, aged 45, the direc¬ 
tors of Therma Seal (Thermal 
Coatings) UK, have been jailed at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for 
their roles in one of the largest 
ever fraud cases. 

A third defendant, Julie Barrett, 
of Hewell Avenue, Bromsgrove, was 
found guilty on one count of fraud and 
cleared of nine others. She is due to be 
sentenced on April 1 and has been told 
she is likely to receive a community 
sentence. 

Customers in Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge were targeted. 

Wilson and Wilkes were running a 
company that had an £8.5m turnover 
and 2,700 customers during the period 
of the fraud between 2010 and 2012. 

The duo made a number of bogus 
claims about a roof paint in leaflets. 
This included that it could make a 
heat saving of between 15 per cent 
and 40 per cent and reduce heat loss 
by 25 per cent but they knew that the 
information was false. 

Sentence 

Judge Martin Walsh said: “I am sat¬ 
isfied that both of you knew the claims 
made could not be substantiated. You 
embarked on a frenzy of commis¬ 
sion-led greed and the imposition of 
the intended sentence will not only be 
a punishment, but deter any other per¬ 
petrators who might seek to con the 
public.” 

He said the defendants, who were 
found guilty of fraud by a jury, did not 
deliberately target the elderly, but a 
“consequence of the recruitment pro¬ 
cess” to get new customers was that

many of them were elderly, retired and 
vulnerable. 

The pair had considerable expe¬ 
rience of direct sales and had made 
‘grossly exaggerated’ claims about 
the product. He said the company had 
traded fraudulently from the outset. 

Charlene Sumnall, mitigating for 
Wilkes, of Tanworth Lane, Solihull, 
said the defendant had to break the 
news to his children that he was likely 
to go to prison. 

She added: “It is not a fraud delib¬ 
erately targeted at the elderly so Mr 
Wilkes could lead a wealthy lifestyle. 
He leads a modest lifestyle.” 

She said he apologised to all those 
affected by the fraud. 


Sales representative Julie Barrett 
will be sentenced next month 

Denis Barry, mitigating for Wil¬ 
son,of Fazeley Road, Tamworth, said 
his client had a heart condition and 
had resigned as a director. 

The pair were jailed for five years 
and disqualified from being company 
directors for eight years. 

Following the hearing, Chris King, 
principle Trading Standards officer 
with Dudley Council, said: “The 
charges of fraudulent trading were a 
landmark case for us. 

“We are very pleased with the result 
of this trial and we have seen signif¬ 
icant custodial sentences for Mr Wil¬ 
son and Mr Wilkes that reflects how 
seriously the court views this offence.”

A FOOTBALL coach from 
Dudley, whose love of the 
beautiful game took him 
around the world to train as¬ 
piring players, has died at 76.

for policing 
protesters 

fromEDL 


POLICING a recent EDL protest in the West 
Midlands cost taxpayers £321,000. 

Hundreds of officers from across the country were 
called in as more than 600 members of the far right 
organisation descended on the town on February 7. 

Some 70 shops closed for the day due to a fear of a repeat 
of the violence and vandalism that occurred in the town 
during an EDL protest in 2010. 


This time 30 people were 
arrested on the day, which 
also saw am opposition pro¬ 
test from the Unite Against 
Fascism group. 

From the £321,000 polic¬ 
ing cost, £147,000 was spent 
on bringing officers from 
other forces and £174,000 
went on planning and oper¬ 
ational costs. 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson said he was wor¬ 
ried about the wider impact 
the march in Dudley had on 
policing across the region. 

“Aside from the consid¬ 
erable cost, events like the 
one in Dudley make it much 
harder for us to deliver 
non-emergency policing 
during those periods,” he 
said at a board meeting. 

Duty 

“West Midlands Police 
has a duty to deliver polic¬ 
ing for such events and it is 
our responsibility to keep 
the community safe. What 
disappoints me most is how 
such events divert resources 
away from community po¬ 
licing.” 

Assistant police and 
crime commissioner Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster said: “I 
was concerned at the costs 
placed on West Midlands

Police due to the EDL pro¬ 
test in our town that is why 
I have asked the force to 
give the public these figures. 
Keeping the community safe 
is the police’s responsibility 
and they did an excellent job 
of ensuring that people were 
kept safe whilst the protest 
was going on. 

“What I find frustrating 
though is the heavy costs 
that protests like these have 
on our police force and the 
knock-on effects for busi¬ 
nesses in Dudley. 

“Most of the people pro¬ 
testing were bussed in from 
outside the area but have 
heaped costs onto our local 
police force and impacted 
upon businesses in our 
town.” 

The EDL group’s an¬ 
ti-mosque protest took place 
outside the Council House 
on Priory Road, where the 
45-minute demonstration 
was held. A ring of police 
kept the EDL apart from 
the 50 members of a coun- 
ter-demo in Castle Street. 

Dudley Council had to 
pay £25,000 to put up and 
manage barriers, as well as 
cleaning up afterwards. 


rspca call for help to 
find a cruel cat killer 


A CAT was found hanged from a window frame on a dere¬ 
lict snooker club in Pensnett. 

The grim discovery was made by a member of the public 
who alerted RSCPA inspectors to the building in High Oak, 
Pensnett. 

A cord noose had been tied around the neck of the ginger 
cat and then around the window frame. 

RSPCA inspector Vicki Taylor said: “There were scratch 
marks on the wall and the cat’s claws were worn down and 
his pads were bloody so he would have been struggling to 
free himself for some time. 

“You just can’t imagine the pain and distress this poor 
animal went through before he died.” 

The cat was found at about 2pm on Friday, February 27, 
but it is believed he may have been there for more than 24 
hours.

£2m to expand the 
services at hospital 

UP to £2 million will be spent expanding services at a 
Black Country hospital. 

Bosses at Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS Trust 
want to offer a wider range of clinics and facilities at 
Rowley Regis Hospital. 

They say it will mean more people can get regular 
treatment closer to home rather than having to travel to 
Sandwell Hospital or Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley. 

A consultation is under way with residents to find out 
what services they would like to be available at the site 
in Moor Lane. 

Ideas put forward so far include a pharmacy, mid¬ 
wifery services, such as antenatal and postnatal clinics, 
and respiratory therapy. 

Improved gym facilities and space for support groups 
to help patients and families have also been suggested. 

Chief executive Toby Lewis said up to £3m had been 
spent redeveloping the hospital during the past two 
years and now the trust expected to invest a further £lm 
to £2m by 2016. 


Action call 
afterbody 
bungle at 
MEP funeral 


ANSWERS were being demanded after the 
wrong body was cremated at the funeral of 
West Midlands MEP Philip Bradbourn. 

Mr Bradbourn, who was born in Tipton and lived 
in Wolverhampton, died in December at Sutton 
Coldfield’s Good Hope Hospital after a battle with 
cancer. 

His funeral took place in January at Wolverhampton’s 


Bushbury Crematorium. 
However, the man who was 
cremated was in fact Philip 
Bradburn, who had passed 
away at University Hospital 
Birmingham before Christ¬ 
mas. 

Both men’s bodies went 
to Central England Co-op¬ 
erative Funeralcare mor¬ 
tuary but the wrong body 
was released for cremation 
at Bushbury on January 16. 

A second funeral took 
place last month. On Mon¬ 
day this week, senior politi¬ 
cians including communities 
secretary Eric Pickles and 
transport secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin gathered at 
Wolverhampton’s St Peter’s 
Collegiate Church for a me¬ 
morial service. 

The 63-year-old, who was 
not married, was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer shortly 
after being re-elected to the 
European Parliament in 
May last year. 

Investigation 

Fellow Tory West Mid¬ 
lands MEP Anthea McIn¬ 
tyre said: “I was shocked 
that this could have hap¬ 
pened. There must be an 
investigation. 

“I find it hard to believe 
and I feel terribly sorry for 
anyone who knew the other 
person, as well as those close 
to Phil.” 

Mr McLoughlin said: “I 
have known Phil for 30 or 
40 years. We were in the 
West Midlands Young Con¬ 
servatives together so we go 
back a long way. 

“We also both contested 
the Wolverhampton South 
East seat, me in 1983, and 
Phil in 1992. 

“He was a stalwart of the 
Conservative Party in this 
area and I was very sad to 
hear of his death.” 

Heart of England Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs Good 
Hope Hospital, said it was 
carrying out a full investiga¬ 
tion into a recent incident, 
involving two people with 
similar names, as a result of 
which the wrong deceased 
patient was cremated.

Services have been held 
for both of the deceased. 

Dr Andrew Catto, exec¬ 
utive medical director and 
interim deputy chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “This is an incred¬ 
ibly distressing situation 
and we are very sorry that 
this has happened. We are 
carrying out a full and ur¬ 
gent investigation between 
all the parties involved. This 
is a rare incident and we are 
offering support to those 
close to the deceased. 

“Once the Trust became 
aware, it acted immediately. 
We are committed to finding 
out precisely what happened 
and reducing the possibility 
of it happening again. 

“This occurred in spite of 
the fact that mortuary pro¬ 
cedures conform to nation¬ 
ally defined standards and 
are subject to periodic audit. 

“We are committed to 
supporting the request for 
privacy in this matter from 
those close to the deceased.” 

A spokesman for Central 
England Co-operative Fu¬ 
neralcare said: “The Socie¬ 
ty’s Funeralcare operation 
provides services to a num¬ 
ber of hospitals within the 
Birmingham area, but it is 
not our policy to comment 
on behalf of any of these or¬ 
ganisations.

FOCUS ON KINGSWINFORD AND WALL HEATH 


Residents celebrating as 
quarry closes after 75 years 


RESIDENTS are celebrating after winning a 
battle against a quarry near their homes after 
several years of campaigning. 

Those living near to the Enville Road Quarry in 
Wall Heath, which has been in operation since the 
1930s, have been successful in preventing the quar¬ 
ry from extending its operating licence. 

The quarry, operated by FG Davis Contractors, will close 


at the end of April. 

The campaign was led by 
Councillor Dave Tyler with 
a group of residents. 

One campaigner, Tim 
Williams, who lives in 
nearby Oasthouse Close, 
said: “It was a hard-fought 
battle and we are just glad 
the quarry is now closing. 

“Many residents com¬ 
plained about the problems 
caused by the facility, trucks 
would dirty the roads and 
leave aggregate behind. 

Dirty 

“There was noise and 
there was no point having 
your windows cleaned be¬ 
cause the day after they 
would be dirty again.” 

The quarry originally 
opened in the 1930s and 
had a licence to operate as 
a quarry for fifteen years. 
Campaigners said the con¬ 
tractors would regularly 
apply for extensions which 
were granted despite objec¬ 
tions from residents. 

When the application was

put forward 18 months ago, 
it was recommended that 
the extension not be granted 
and FG Davis were given 
until this spring to wind up 
operation. 

The land belongs to FG 
Davis, who will be required 
to restore the site by install¬ 
ing fences and greenery. 

Councillor Tyler said he 
had been challenging the 
quarry since 1997 but the 
battle could not have been 
won without the support of 
the local community. 

“The overriding thing is 
the quality of life for res¬ 
idents,” Councillor Tyler 
said. “With the heavy goods 
vehicles gone, it will be a 
much more pleasant area 
for residents.” 

Councillor Tyler said ve¬ 
hicles and equipment will 
have to be off site by April 
30. 

FG Davis declined to com¬ 
ment.

Officers failed to help man 


dying outside police station

Golf club’s pro to 
coach at the Open 



POLICE officers failed to 
help a man who was dying on 
a bus parked outside Wolver¬ 
hampton Police Station, an 
inquest heard. 

Tony Jones had been taken ill 
on the double decker travelling 
from Dudley to Tettenhall when 
it diverted to the main city centre 
station in Bilston Street on the 
evening of October 17. 

Police finally came out of the sta¬ 
tion as paramedics from two ambu¬ 
lances tried unsuccessfully to save 
28-year-old Mr Jones, of Gill Street, 
Netherton, who was certified dead at 
the scene within an hour of the bus 
stopping outside the police station. 

Mr Jones, who had been drinking 
and taken drugs, was certified dead at 
the scene. 

Black Country coroner Mr Zafar 
Siddique concluded it was a drugs and

alcohol-related death and suggested it 
was unlikely the outcome would have 
been different if police had intervened 
sooner. 

Mr Jones had slumped forward 
in his seat at the back of the double 
decker after being seen to drink beer 
from a can on October 17, the Smeth¬ 
wick hearing was told. 

Driver Mr Ravinder Kumar stopped 
the bus at Fighting Cocks to check on 
the 28-year-old but got no response. 

He told the inquest: “I was told he 
was drunk, thought he might be vio¬ 
lent and decided to go straight to the 
police station.” 

Mr Kumar asked passing Special 
Constable Stefan Jones in the foyer of 
Bilston Street police station in Wolver¬ 
hampton city centre if somebody could 
get ‘a drunk off his bus’. 

The special constable then went 


into a room where 14 officers from the 
business neighbourhood team were 
being briefed about a new terrorist 
threat and asked if anybody could deal 
with the man on the bus. 

Pc Darren Neville, who was among 
the officers, explained: “I told him we 
were in a briefing and the response 
team would have to deal with it. All 14 
of us would have been out from that 
office if we had known it was an emer¬ 
gency.” 

The deceased had two-and-a-half 
times the drink-drive limit and traces 
of heroin and sleeping pills in his 
blood, said pathologist Dr Manel Man- 
galika who estimated the combination 
could have caused death within half 
an hour. 

Coroner Mr Zafar Siddique con¬ 
cluded that it was unclear if an earlier 
intervention would have made any dif¬ 
ference to the outcome. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission is investigating. 


THE family of a man who 
died on a bus outside Wol¬ 
verhampton police station, 
with the officers inside fail¬ 
ing to come to his aid, today 
said ‘more could have been 
done’. 

Police and station staff did 
not come to help 28-year-old 
Tony Jones (see story left), 
who was slumped uncon¬ 
scious on the Dudley-to-Tet- 
tenhall bus parked outside 
the main city centre base in 
Bilston Street. 

His family said ‘all we are 
left with is ifs and huts’. 

Sister Stacey Law, a 
37-year-old mother of one, 
said: “More could have been 
done. 

The police were all first 
aid trained — if just one 
of them had gone out 
they might have kept him 
breathing a little bit longer 
and given the paramedics 
more of a chance of saving 
him. 


“I am not saying that 
this would have made a 
difference to the final out¬ 
come but at least we would 
have had the satisfaction 
of knowing that everything 
possible had been done to 
save him. 

“All we have is ifs and 
huts. The incident was not 
even properly logged by the 
police.” 


Troubled 


Mr Jones, who died on 
October 17, was from Gill 
Street, Netherton. His other 
sister, 27-year-old Sara Hart 
from Upper Gornal said he 
was ‘one of a kind’. 

“He loved his family,” she 
said. “But he had a troubled 
life and did not seem able to 
cope with the outside world 
like the rest of us. We were 
all quite close to Tony and 
helped him where we could 
but he would just go off and 
do his own thing.”

Last year at Hoylake in Liverpool we saw 
some of the pros arrive in the evening and bumped into 
Robbie Williams and George Clooney in the bar.” 

Rogue landlord 
hit with big bill 
from tribunal 


A ROGUE landlord who 
fraudulently received hous¬ 
ing benefits for his property 
has been handed a bill of 
nearly £3,500. 

Latif Rehman has been 
ordered to pay the money 
back to Dudley Council. 

It comes after the local 
authority successfully made 
a rent repayment order ap¬ 
plication to a housing tribu¬ 
nal in response to Rehman’s 
prosecution for being an un¬ 
licensed landlord last year. 

A year ago Dudley mag¬ 
istrates landed Rehman, of 
Lordswood Road, Birming¬ 
ham, with £12,000 court 
costs in relation to his prop¬ 
erty at 160 Wolverhampton 
Street in Dudley. 

The additional £3,483 


through the tribunal take 
his total costs to more than 
£15,000. 

Council bosses hope it 
will act as a warning to 
landlords to ensure they 
are appropriately licensed 
and carry out their duties 
responsibly. 

Last February Rehman 
had pleaded guilty to 14 of¬ 
fences of failing to comply 
with the Housing Act 2004. 
He was fined £6,000 for not 
being licensed and £400 
each for the remaining 13 
offences. He was also asked 
to pay £725 in costs and a 
£120 victim surcharge, mak¬ 
ing a total of £12,045. 

The offences included 
failing to ensure that fire 
escapes were not obstructed.

Army medic was pride of town 


THE 137th Staffordshire Brigade 
made a vital and momentous contri¬ 
bution to the defeat of the Germans 
in the First World War when it broke 
the much-vaunted and formidable 
Hindenburg Line on the St Quentin 
Canal at Belleglise. 

This was the last German defensive 
barrier on the Western Front and it was 
stormed by soldiers drawn mostly from in 
and around Wolverhampton, Walsall, Bur- 
ton-on-Trent and Hanley. 

That victorious Brigade belonged to the 46th 
North Midland Division. It was one of the 14 
peace-time divisions of the Territorial Force, 
which had been organised in 1908 with the aim 
of training part-time soldiers for home defence 
in the event of war. 

As for the 137th Staffordshire Brigade it 
was made up of four battalions: two each from 
North and South Staffordshire. The 5th South 
Staffordshire Regiment had its headquarters 
and four companies at Walsall, with other com¬ 
panies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, Handsworth 
and Wednesbury; the 6th battalion was based 
in Wolverhampton, where it had three compa¬ 
nies, with others in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlas- 
ton, Bilston and Tettenhall. Its main recruiting

centre was at the Drill Hall in Stafford Street, 
Wolverhampton. The Brigade was made up not 
only of infantrymen and gunners but also of en¬ 
gineers and medics, who belonged to the Field 
Ambulance of Royal Army Medical Corps. 

Among the Wolverhampton men of the l/3rd 
North Midland Field Ambulance was Lance 
Corporal William J Connolly, Army number 
421168. He was actively involved in the final 
months of the war, which began in March 1918 
when General Ludendorff launched the German 
Spring offensive as a last attempt to gain vic¬ 
tory. 

Its initial successes were dramatic and de¬ 
moralising, but after the Germans were finally 
repulsed in their attempts to capture Amiens, 
Ludendorff shifted his attacks to the north and 
the Ypres Salient in Flanders. In the Battle of 
Lys, his troops made significant gains but a final 
drive to capture the Channel ports was repulsed 
on April 29. 

With the battle still raging, the next evening 
L/Cpl Connolly was the duty NCO at an ad¬ 
vanced dressing station near to Gorre, a ham¬ 
let just to the east of Bethune that had been 


turned into a support post. That night and into 
the next day, it was heavily bombarded with 
mustard gas shells by the enemy. Distinguish¬ 
ing himself with conspicuous bravery, L/Cpl 
Connolly was awarded the Military Medal on 
August 30. The citation read that he ‘remained 
at duty, despite incessant vomiting, till he could 
neither see or stand. His courage and devotion 
to duty was a good example to the men of the 
unit, and to the gassed men of other units who 
were passing through the dressing station’. 

Having lost much of his sight, the valorous 
Wulfrunian was eventually moved to Bellahou- 
ston Hospital in Glasgow. Here he was visited 
by his wife of six months, Lillian, from whom he 
had been parted two days after their wedding. 

After his recovery, Bill Connolly returned 
to Wolverhampton and was presented with ‘a 
beautiful gold pocket watch’ which his grand¬ 
daughter Elizabeth Thompson is proud to have. 

Elizabeth is keen to know if this watch ‘was 
presented at a special ceremony and whether 
any other Wolverhampton men won medals and 
were given such a gift by the town’. She explains 
that before the Great War, her grandfather was 
‘a skilled Art Metal Worker, having served as 
an apprentice with F.J.J Gibbons from July 22, 
1907 to April 23, 1911’. Elizabeth remembers 
that because of the mustard gas, her grandfa¬ 
ther’s “chest and lungs were badly damaged’. 


She adds: “His eyesight was also impaired and 
I believe that he was the first person to have 
a corneal graft operation at Wolverhampton 
and West Midlands Eye Infirmary.” This came 
about because in 1942, Bill had a piece of grit 
removed from his left eye at the Infirmary. Dur¬ 
ing the examination of his eye it was discovered 
that there was something else seriously wrong 
with his eye - the mustard gas had badly af¬ 
fected his cornea. 

Bill began to go blind as his right eye was also 
impaired and then in 1951 a young German 
went to the Infirmary suffering from a tumour. 
However, the cornea remained healthy and 
after his eye was removed he gave permission 
for it to be grafted onto Bill’s left eye. 

Then the doctors turned their attention to 
Bill’s right eye. Then in December 1952 another 
German walked into the Infirmary. He had to 
have his eye removed but also helped the Eng¬ 
lishman. A few days later Bill had an operation 
and for several days afterwards lay in bed with 
his eyes covered in bandages until a nurse did 
not replace them in quite the usual way. 

In his words, Bill ‘took a sly peep’ and was 
filled with great joy. He could see to the end of 
the room‘like a brilliantly lit theatre. The wheel 
had gone full circle. The debt had been repaid in 
full. The Germans who had deprived him of his 
sight had given him back his sight’.

Please read brochures/web pages for full 
information plus terms and conditions 


Dan gets claws 
into banjo style

INTERVIEW

MIDLANDS musician Dan 
Walsh is considered the best 
clawhammer, five-string ban¬ 
jo player these isles have 
produced. 

However, it was sheer flook 
which started him on his journey 
to being a world renowned player. 

Walsh, now aged 27, from Baswich, 
Stafford began his musical journey as 
a pre-teen enamoured of the guitar. 

“I started playing guitar when I was 
about nine or ten and that was the 
dream, the guitar was where it was at, 
that is what I always wanted to do. 

“But then I got into Irish and Scot¬ 
tish music and heard the banjo and 
thought I would give it a go, I never 
really thought it would become the 
main instrument - just an extra to the 
guitar, but within a year it was what I 
was best at.” 

Accident 

This was where fate took a hand. 

“Choosing the five-string banjo was 
a complete accident,” laughs Walsh. 
“When I was 13, no one in Stafford re¬ 
ally knew anything about banjos. 

“I just heard it and thought I wanted 
to play it. I had no idea there were dif¬ 
ferent banjos or different ways of play¬ 
ing them. I just fancied the sound. 

“So my parents went to the local 
music shop and asked if they knew 
anyone who taught banjo, they were 
given the name of a guy from Cannock, 
George Davies. 

“I owe him everything. He was the 
best teacher I could have ever had. 

“When he mentioned teaching me 
clawhammer style it meant noth¬ 
ing to me, so I ended up playing five 


string and it wasn’t until about year 
later I realised I had ended up playing 
the wrong instrument. I realised the 
music and banjo I had been listening 
to was the tenor, but by then it was a 
bit late to change. 

“So then I had to find a way to play 
that kind of music (Irish/Scottish) 
clawhammer style which became 
something of a niche for me, so I can’t 
claim it was planned at all. But I am 
very glad it happened.” 

Walsh went on to study folk music 
at degree level in Newcastle upon 
Tyne which and he stayed in the 
North East for a couple of years after 
graduating before coming back to his 
home town. 

Although armed with a new knowl¬ 
edge of the music he played it was his 
previous lack of understanding about 
the banjo that was instrumental in his 
development and enthusiasm for the 
keeping things fresh and experimen¬ 
tal. 

“I never really had a specific idea 
of what the banjo did when I took it 
up. I had never heard of bluegrass so I 
never really had the firm idea of what 


it could do, and I think that’s probably 
never really left me. 

“It became a never-ending experi¬ 
ment and I felt there was so much that 
hadn’t been done with it that I could 
take it in new directions. 

“I remember meeting some Indian 
musicians in London and the music 
just blew my mind. It just immediately 
struck a chord with me and I really 
wanted to study the music, and I play 
the banjo, so it never occurred to me 
not to do it on the banjo.” 

This has also spurred something of a 
crusade in the musician to bring more 
banjo music to the masses. 

“I guess I am on a bit of a crusade. 
I don’t go out thinking this is banjo 
music and YOU ARE going to enjoy it, 
but I do like to win people round.” 

His new album Incidents & Acci¬ 
dents is due out on March 16 

Dan Walsh performs at The Wood¬ 
man Folk Club, Kingswinford on Fri¬ 
day. Entry is £6 for members and £1 
extra for non-members, show starts 
around 8.30pm. He then plays The 
Met at Gatehouse, Stafford on March 
17 at 8pm. Tickets are £10.

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Rocker Noel is 
flying high again 


Album Reviews

MAYBE the title Chasing Yes¬ 
terday is Noel Gallagher’s re¬ 
tort to those who accuse him 
of recycling great sounds 
from rock’s past, be that The 
Beatles, Mod or Glam rock. 

Whatever, the second album, on 
his Sour Mash label, from Noel Gal¬ 
lagher’s High Flying Birds is his best 
work since 2002 Oasis album Heathen 
Chemistry. 

It opens with Riverman, a Paul 
Weller-like title for a Weller-like song, 
then unleashes an absolute corker In 
The Heat Of The Moment, which rings 
bells literally and figuratively as a re¬ 
minder of prime Oasis. 

The Girl With X-Ray Eyes is a Bea- 
tles-ish stadium pleaser and Lock All 
The Doors is a guitar-grinding thriller. 

Most interesting is the jazzy psy¬ 
chedelic chugger The Right Stuff (the 
sort of song the Gallaghers would once 
have dismissed as ‘space jazz’) and 
funky rocker The Mexican. 

You Know We Can’t Go Back has a 
satisfying jangle and the soaring closer 
Ballad Of The Mighty I features former 
Smiths guitarist Johnny Marr for a dou¬ 
ble dose of Mancunian guitar brilliance. 

A deluxe version of the album fea¬ 
tures three extra new tracks and a re¬ 
mix of In The Heat Of The Moment. 

Liverpudlian X Factor runner-up 
Rebecca Ferguson was one of the 
show’s more interesting finds with a 
smoky vocal that suggested classic 
jazz and soul vocalists, and the chance 
to hear that kind of voice in contempo¬ 
rary setting. So at first Lady Sings The 
Blues seems a backward step for the 
singer, who is signed to Simon Cowell’s 
Syco label. 

Surely the singer is on a hiding to 
nothing performing songs by the inim-

itable Billie Holiday, to whom she has 
been compared. However, Feguson 
aquits herself well with a more soul¬ 
ful take on these classic songs, such 
as Embraceable You, That Ole Devil 
Called Love and God Bless The Child, 
recorded at LA’s legendary Capitol Stu¬ 
dios. It is classy easy listening and Fer¬ 
guson wisely doesn’t attempt a cover 
of Holiday’s most iconic, and chilling, 
song Strange Fruit. 

Dreamface (EML) is a seething al¬ 
bum of alternative metal from pow¬ 
erhouse Liverpool trio Elevant, who 
contrast the hard rifting with acoustic 
guitar interludes on their second al¬ 
bum. Listen if you like Royal Blood, 
Muse or Queens of the Stone Age. 
Hawkwind-like howler Nothing is a 
highlight. 


Northern Ireland’s The Answer rock 
back with Raise A Little Hell (Napalm 
Records), traditional swaggering heavy 
rock with fancy fretwork guitar solos 
and sore throated vocals. 

They’ll give Birmingham Institute in 
Digbeth a good rocking on March 20. 

Only a year on from their debut al¬ 
bum Down Like Gold, Isle of Wight’s 
Champs (brothers Michael and David 
Champion) are fine tuning their mel¬ 
ancholy pop sound on Vamala (Play It 
Again Sam). 

Michael’s vocals have a hint of Robin 
Gibb and their songs a slightly other¬ 
worldly feel, like Crowded House re¬ 
corded by Joe Meek. 

Enjoyment of The Slow Show entire¬ 
ly depends on what you make of singer 
Rob Goodwin’s mannered vocals, kind 
of Lou Reed meets Leonard Cohen. 

The Mancunian band make a moody 
meditative sound on White Water (Hal- 
dern Pop Recordings), like Elbow with 
a hangover. 

Classy country music duo The 
Shires (Crissie Rhodes and Ben Earle) 
hail from the Home Counties rather 
than Nashville but they make fine con¬ 
temporary country songs on Brave, re¬ 
leased on the Decca Nashville label. In 
a similar vein to Lady Antebellum. They 
play Birmingham Institute on April 17. 

Practically unheard of in the UK, The 
Goldebriars released a couple of folk 
albums in mid-1960s America before 
their third was shelved because they 
split up. 

You can hear the roots of sunshine 
pop in the gorgeous harmonies of sis¬ 
ters Dotti and Sheri Holmberg. If things 
had gone better they could have been 
rivals to The Mamas & the Papas. 

Now Sounds have released the first 
anthology of the group, Walkin’ Down 
The Line: The Best Of The Golde¬ 
briars, with 30 tracks including both 
albums, demos and material that was 
intended for the ill-fated third album. 
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Petition calls for tougher 
speed limit outside school 


A PETITION has been launched by 
campaigners urging speed limits to 
be made tougher outside a school in 
Wordsley. 

Residents and councillors in the 
town have been leading a speed 
watch campaign warning motorists 
to slow down. 

More than 100 people have signed 
the petition with copies given to 
schools and nurseries in the area. 

Campaigners want a cut from 
30mph to 20mph in the hope it 
would reduce the risk of another 
fatal accident on that stretch of road. 

Ward councillor Derrick Heming- 
sley worked with police community 
support officers to set up the speed 
watch project. Dozens of drivers 


have been warned about breaking 
limits on the mainly residential 
streets in the town near Stourbridge. 

Residents and schoolchildren have 
joined in with the campaign to take 
part in speed watch events including 
monitoring drivers’ speeds with re¬ 
cording equipment. 

The youngsters were given the 
chance to use speed guns and the 
experience will now form part of a 
project on speed they are working on 
at Dingle Primary School. 

Many of the monitoring sessions 
have taken place outside schools and 
near parks in built up areas where 
residents said there had been prob¬ 
lems.

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Dudley tops 
energy over 
spending in 
the region 


FAMILIES in the West Midlands will over¬ 
spend on their energy bills by £354 million 
this year. 

According to new research, £3.4 billion is being 
unnecessarily spent on energy across the UK due to 
variable tariffs. 

Unsurprisingly, London tops a list of 100 cities and 


major towns with the biggest 
that comes in 13th place 
with £21.8m, followed by 
Walsall in 19th place with 
£20m, Wolverhampton in 
22nd with £18.5m and Staf¬ 
ford in 65th with £9.6m. 

In total, 70 per cent of the 
Big Six energy company cus¬ 
tomers are overpaying by an 
average of £235 per year in 
the UK when compared to 
the cheapest fixed tariffs on 
the market. 

Independent energy com¬ 
pany First Utility said the 
research it commissioned 
showed that 80 per cent of 
bill payers would find it use¬ 
ful to have more informa¬ 
tion about cheaper tariffs 
from their existing supplier 
and those from others in the 
market. 

Shocking 

A similar percentage also 
said that more transparent 
bills and more information 
about the best tariffs avail¬ 
able would increase their 
level of trust in energy com¬ 
panies. 

Sarah Willingham, con¬ 
sumer champion at Lets- 
SaveMoney.com, said: “It’s 
upsetting and shocking to 
see just how much money 
we are wasting in the UK by 
paying more than we need 
to for our energy. 

“Traditionally the energy 
companies have not done 
enough to help consumers

get onto the best tariff and 
to save money.” 

Ian McCaig, chief exec¬ 
utive of First Utility, said: 
“The UK energy industry 
has contrived to put itself 
in a situation where around 
two thirds of its customers 
are on the most expensive 
energy tariff the industry 
has to offer, namely the 
‘standard variable tariff. 

“That simply can’t be 
right and is even more inex¬ 
cusable in a climate where 
wholesale prices have been 
coming down. 

“First Utility believes 
that the industry needs to 
change from within and do 
more to inform and support 
customers to help them 
make informed choices 
about the best tariff. 

“A big step would be to 
scrap the standard variable 
tariff and call it what it is 
— the ‘Out of Contract Tar¬ 
iff, the tariff you’re left on 
when you’re not on one of 
the good ones. 

“Just as importantly, 
every household should be 
told in writing every sin¬ 
gle month whether there’s 
a better, cheaper tariff for 
them anywhere across the 
entire industry.”

SOON after recovering from her dramatic 
fall at the BRIT Awards, pop icon Madonna 
has announced a new tour including a Bir¬ 
mingham date in Decembver. 

Just days after her fall at the end of the 
Brits sparked headlines around the world, 
when a cape dragged her into a backwards 
tumble during a dance routine, the Queen 
of Pop’s Rebel Heart tour was announced 
for 35 cities in Europe. 

Madonna will perform at the Barclaycard 
Arena, the former NIA, on December 16. 
Tickets go on sale on March 16. 

The singer, 56, revealed that she suffered 
whiplash injuries in her BRITs fall when 
her red and black Armani cape was tied too 
tightly around her neck. “I smacked the 
back of my head,” she told Jonathan Ross, 
on his show to be broadcast on Saturday. 


ALMOST 40 convicted sex offend¬ 
ers in the West Midlands have gone 
missing. One has been missing for 
almost 10 years. 

Police revealed that they do not know the 
whereabouts of 39 registered sex offenders, one 
who went missing in 2006 and a further nine 
between 2010 and 2012. 

Behind London, the West Midlands has the 
highest number number of missing sex offend¬ 
ers in England. 

West Mercia Police said six registered sex 


offenders were missing, including one whose 
whereabouts had been unknown for eight years. 
Figures from Staffordshire Police were not avail¬ 
able. 

Across the country, 396 sex offenders are 
wanted, including some who have been missing 
for more than a decade. 

One convicted sex offender in Gloucester¬ 
shire has been missing since 2000, another in 
Northumbria disappeared in May 2002, while 
Humberside Police said the whereabouts of one 
registered sex offender had been unknown since 
September 2004. 


Registered sex offenders — including rapists 
and paedophiles — are required to inform police 
and probation officers of their addresses and are 
supposed to be monitored by officials working 
under multi-agency public protection arrange¬ 
ments (MAPPA). 

In a statement through campaign group 
The Phoenix Post, Sara Payne, whose daugh¬ 
ter Sarah was abducted and killed in 2000 by 
convicted paedophile Roy Whiting, said: “It’s 
completely unacceptable that any registered sex 
offenders have disappeared from authority man¬ 
agement, putting the public at risk.”

Ancient coin is a 
bargain find at £29

A YOUNG bargain hunter snapped up what appears to be 
a major historical artefact at a Wolverhampton auction. 

Stephen Creswell, aged 22, paid £29 for a book of old 
coins, which he then discovered contained a Tyrian half 
shekel, an ancient currency used as back as far as 126 BC. 

They were originally used as a method of payment for 
temple tax in Jerusalem due to their higher concentration 
of silver than Roman coinage. 

Mr Creswell, from Dudley, said he didn’t know what the 
book would contain at the time that he bid. 

He said: “I wouldn’t call myself a coin collector, I just like 
to grab a bargain, anything at the right price and I didn’t 
want to leave the auction empty handed. 

“I could obviously tell the coin was really old by looking 
at it but I had no idea what it was. I put a description of 
what I saw into Google and everything matched up.” 

A mint condition Tyrian shekel could fetch thousands, 
but Mr Creswell says his new purchase, which is showing 
wear and tear, fascinates him so much he isn’t looking to 
sell it on.

From those early lunchtime 
screenings on BBC1, the saga of 
Ramsay Street folk has touched a 
chord with millions. 

It helped make recording stars of 
Kylie Minogue and Jason Donovan; 
was a training ground for Hollywood 
talent such as Russell Crowe, Guy 
Pearce, Margot Robbie and Alan Dale, 
while characters such as Karl and 
Susan Kennedy have become 
household names. 

In Neighbours 30th: The Stars 
Reunite (Wednesday, Channel 5, 
10pm), Kylie, Guy, Margot, Jason and 
Delta Goodrem reflect on their time in 
the show. 

Stefan Dennis (Paul Robinson) and 
Tim Phillipps (Daniel Robinson) 
introduce proceedings, and welcome 
Ian Smith and Anne Charleston 
(Harold and Madge Bishop), Mark 
Little (Joe Mangel) and Craig 
McLachlan (Henry Ramsay). 

Paul Robinson, arguably the 
greatest soap villain since JR, has 
been a dream role for Stefan Dennis.

Suzuki has had a tough time in 
the past few years and when 
pressed, its UK importers tend 
to hold up their hands and put 
the blame squarely on global 
exchange rates. 

Yes, those same exchange rates that 
saw Daihatsu pull out of the UK and Sub¬ 
aru discover that the relative strength of 
the yen versus the pound made its cars as 
expensive as some BMWs and Audis. We 
have every sympathy for Suzuki. 

Subaru were pretty much hosed for a 
while because all of its manufacturing base 
was in Japan, so it bore the full brunt of the 
fiscal fluctuations. Suzuki has boxed a bit 
cleverer and has leveraged its longstand¬ 



ing association with Maruti in India to bring 
us the Celerio citycar. Can it compete with 
some very sophisticated rivals in the UK? 
More to the point, does it even need to? 

The one-litre three-cylinder petrol en¬ 
gine develops a total of 66bhp at 6,000rpm 
and 89Nm of torque at 3,500rpm, so you’re 
going to need to give the throttle pedal a 
bit of treatment to get anywhere. 

There’s plenty of space in the cabin for 
five occupants. The boot is vast for a city 
car, with a capacity of 254-litres. 

The Celerio is tasked with pensioning off 
both the Splash and the Alto in the Suzuki 
range, which is quite a weight of responsi¬ 
bility to land on its narrow shoulders. Built 
in Thailand, it’s clearly targeting the value 
end of the city car market. 

Prices start at around £8,000 for the SZ3 
version, rising to around £9,000 for the 
plusher SZ4. 

Standard specification highlights for the 
Celerio SZ3 includes six airbags (Driver, 
passenger, side and curtain), ESP stability 
control, air conditioning, alloy wheels, DAB 
Radio, CD Tuner, USB, Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and remote central locking. The even 
higher equipped SZ4 model adds polished 
alloy wheels, rear electric windows, front 
fog lamps, body coloured door mirrors and 
chrome front grille. The Celerio is offered in 
six colours, of which five are optional me¬ 
tallic finish and one a standard solid colour. 

Also available is Suzuki’s Auto Gear Shift 
(AGS) transmission featuring an intelligent 
shift control actuator positioned at the top 
of the gearbox that operates the gearshift 
and clutch automatically. 

The one-litre triple engine makes some 
very respectable figures, eking 65.7 miles 
from a gallon of unleaded and emitting 
just 99g/km of carbon dioxide. Go for the 
AGS-equipped model and things get even

better. Suzuki reckon on emissions of just 
84g/km, which is one of the very lowest fig¬ 
ures for a conventional petrol-engined car. 
If you were expecting something cheap 
and primitive when you saw that Maruti as¬ 
sociation, think again. 

The Suzuki Celerio is always going to be 
overshadowed by state of the art city slick¬ 
ers like the Volkswagen Up or the Renault 
Twingo, but it was never really designed to 
compete with the more high-end offerings 
of the city car sector. 

It’s easy to overlook the fact that after 
the Hyundai ilO and the Volkswagen Up, 


the biggest selling citycar in the UK in 2014 
was the Suzuki Alto. The Celerio looks set 
to do even better than the Alto, with its su¬ 
per-low emissions and clever transmission. 

If you want a car that is utterly no-non¬ 
sense, easy to use and which we’d bet will 
prove to be extremely reliable, the Celerio 
demonstrates that these qualities needn’t 
cost you the earth. 

The fact that it’s well-equipped and is 
incredibly cheap to run is just the icing on 
the cake. It might not seem an obvious hit 
on first acquaintance, but give this one 
time. We think it could be the sleeper hit 
of the year.

Looks like a 
hooligan but 
behaves like 
a gentleman

Shock, horror! Ford has put a diesel engine in 
the Focus ST for the first time. Is it the end of 
performance Fords as we know them, or just 
another chapter in an enduring Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can love story? 

The engine in question is a tuned-up version of the 
same 2.0-litre one you’ll find elsewhere in the Focus 
range, so it’s far from being any sort of race-bred or 
sports-inspired motor. Instead, it gives Ford’s hatch¬ 
back standard bearer low running costs for the first 
time ever. 

Here’s an eyebrow-raiser for the purists: there are no 
visual differences between this and the full-fat 247bhp pet¬ 
rol-engined hooligan-mobile. 

None. 

You also get the same choice of colours, including the 
new Stealth Grey ably modelled by the ‘Wagon’ estate you 
see in the pictures. 

The petrol Focus ST has earned a reputation as a bit of 
a lout and we love it for that. It’s not the most powerful hot 
hatch but every one of its horses runs riot at the first chance. 
The diesel simply can’t walk the same walk, but its styling 
talks the talk and will command respect. 

If you’re desperately scratching for ways to make a case 
to your better half in favour of buying an ST, you could tech¬ 
nically argue that the lowered suspension makes it easier 
to get bags in and out of the boot. Those springs do create 
something of a busy ride, though. 

Rejoice, for the awful dashboard of the previous model 
has been replaced with a much neater setup, divided into 
three sections covering audio, heating and infotainment. 
The latter comes courtesy of an eight-inch touch-screen 
bejewelled with colourful graphics and the capacity for split¬ 
screen usefulness. 


Limits 

The diesel pulls hard out of bends through second and 
third, tugging at the steering wheel even in the dry, but soon, 
from the gloriously figure-hugging front seats, you realise 
you’ve reached its limits. It’s good fun, but it still sounds like 
a diesel and its performance ceiling is much lower than its 
petrol twin’s. The Wagon has a slightly dubious power-steer¬ 
ing calibration, too, with a strong urge to self-centre all the 
time. 

Mind you, when you press on along a twisty road you get 
a glimpse of its impressive balance and outright cross-coun¬ 
try potential. It’s like a gazelle after a heavy lunch; ultimately 
agile and alert, but hampered by a bit of extra weight that it’s 
better off without. 

It makes more sense as a fast cruiser, where its more laid- 
back engine dynamics and stable chassis gobble up miles 
like kids unleashed upon free chocolate. If only that ride 
quality wasn’t so persistently active. 

Buying diesel brings you a road tax bill of a piffling £20 
per year. 

And if you’re as gentle as a breeze in Toytown in your 
dealings with the throttle, apparently you could get 67mpg. 
But don’t count on it. 

On the other hand the diesel is exactly the same price 
as the petrol, making even the top-spec ST-3 a very tempt¬ 
ing £25,995 - a good chunk cheaper than its rivals. You’ll 
be asked for £22,195 for an ST-1 model but don’t pay it. 
Some measure of dealer discount should be offered on all 
versions. 

The petrol ST is for out-and-out thrill-seekers. The sort of 
people who enjoy bungee-jumping over shark-infested wa¬ 
ters while drinking black market tequila with Tabasco sauce 
chasers. The diesel is designed for people who want the 
ST’s looks and a measure of the performance, but with run¬ 
ning costs that are much less likely to cause heart problems. 

If this car was a ... bakery showpiece it would be a three- 
tier, ultra-indulgent iced fruit cake, but with half the fat.

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Insignia 
- back to 
the front?

Welcome to Britain’s best selling traditional 
family car. Yes, you heard that right Vauxhall’s 
Insignia. Launched in 2008 as a more stylish 
replacement for the uninspiring Vectra, this 
model was instantly well received, carrying 
off the coveted 2009 Car of the Year title and 
racking up impressive sales at the same time 
as other mainstream brands were struggling. 

This improved model has had a thorough chassis 
update tested on proper bumpy British roads, with a 
redesigned rear suspension system to improve ride 
comfort and a steering calibration refreshment that’s 
brought a more direct feel through the corners. 

And both of those issues can be further improved if you 
tick the extra-cost box for the FlexRide adaptive damping 
system. 

You can’t fault the effort that’s gone into all of this - over 
60 percent of the chassis componentry is new - but it’s not 
enough to make this into a car you’d really describe as ‘re¬ 
warding’. 

What it does do is perfect what was there in the first place. 
For most of the people, most of the time, this, dynamically, is 
all the car they will ever need, quietly and effectively getting 
on with the job of getting you from A to B. 

Refinement 

The ‘quietly’ bit’s important. Almost all Insignia buyers 
want a diesel and though the original version of Vauxhall’s 
2.0 CDTi unit had many merits, refinement wasn’t one of 
them. In fact, it was one of the noisiest, rattliest diesels in 
its class. 

But isn’t now. Though at the launch of this revised version, 
an old 2.0 CDTi 130 unit was still being offered as a range 
price leader, most sales emphasis these days is put on the 
two entry-level 2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX units, offering either 120 
or 140PS. 

There’s also a less frugal 163PS version and a potent 
195PS 2.0 CDTi Biturbo. 

In the petrol range, there’s also a cheap old-tech engine 
choice - the 140PS 1.8i unit - but again, more emphasis 
is being put on the modern turbo powerplant offerings, the 
140PS 1.4T, the 170PS 1.6 SIDI and the 250PS 2.0 SIDI. At 
the top of the range, a 325PS 2.0 V6 continues in the VXR 
SuperSports model. 

This VXR has 4WD but the only other model in the range 
that gets it is the Country Tourer estate version which, with 
its raised ride height, aims to offer an SUV alternative. 

Outside, there are detail improvements front and rear that 
aim to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, saloon 
and Sports Tourer estate bodystyles that, as before, make 
up the range. That’s certainly the feel you get from the front 
end with its redesigned high-gloss chrome grille and thinner 
logo bar cradling a prominent Griffin badge and including 
winglets that link with the sleeker gloss black-trimmed head¬ 
lights. 


Up-to-date 

And inside? Well it feels a great deal more up to date, with 
many of the previously scattered and confusing little but¬ 
tons tidied up onto a (sadly optional) central 8-inch colour 
touchscreen that deals with everything from navigation to 
audio selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a series of 
Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

There’s even a slightly cheap-feeling touchpad behind 
the gearlever that accepts one, two or three finger gestures 
for the various operating functions - or you can press a but¬ 
ton on the steering wheel and activate the whole thing by 
voice control. 

More hi-tech can be viewed through the redesigned 
three-spoke leather-trimmed steering wheel where you’ll 
find an instrument cluster with another 8-inch high resolu¬ 
tion display. 

This one, also optional and framed by conventional ana¬ 
logue gauges either side, is primarily there to show a virtual 
speedometer but can also be configured to display all sorts 
of information such as smartphone or audio use - or even 
navigation. 

Out back, the hatch most choose offers a 530-litre boot - 
with 540-litres on offer in the Sports Tourer estate. 

In theory, Insignia pricing covers a very wide span - any¬ 
where between £17,000 and £33,000. 

In practice, almost all Insignia sales are concentrated in 
the £17,000 to £22,000 bracket, with most of those going 
to business buyers who usually want one of the 2.0-litre 
CDTi diesel variants. Paying much more than that for this 
car takes it into the BMW 3 Series dominated compact ex¬ 
ecutive saloon bracket where mainstream makers usually 
struggle. 

Talking of saloons, there’s is a four-door Insignia saloon 
bodystyle as a no-cost option to the more familiar five-door 
hatch, but it comes with a much smaller range of trim and 
engine choices.

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New Kia Soul stands out

The Kia Soul arrived in 2008 of¬ 
fering distinctive SUV styling, 
but despite being one of the 
first beefy crossovers in the UK 
sales never really took off. 

Now Kia has introduced the sec¬ 
ond generation model with even more 
dramatic styling at just the right time 
with the B-segment SUV market really 
booming across Europe. 

Kia research discovered that buyers are 
looking for the appearance, semi-elevated 
position and perceived safety advantages 
of a 4X4, but without the fuel consumption 
and taxation that all-wheel-drive normally 
brings to the party. 

Riding on the same platform as the Kia 
Cee’d there’s no doubting that this new ar¬ 
rival stands out in any company with the 


distinctive chunky SUV-inspired looks of 
the bold original - but with more space. 

The SUV look comes thanks to sharp 
angles and bulging wheel arches while the 
top spec Mixx 1.6 CRDi on test came with 
gloss black wheel extensions, 18 inch al¬ 
loys and roof rails. 

This Kia looks good and has perfor¬ 
mance to match. With 126bhp you can 
expect a top speed of 112mph, 0-60mph 
in 10.8 seconds, 56mpg on the combined 
cycle and C02 levels of 132g/km. 

Inside the cabin you’ll find black woven 
upholstery, electric windows, tilt and tele¬ 
scoping steering wheel and a funky black 
high gloss centre fascia containing an 
eight inch touch screen with all the infor¬ 
mation you’ll ever need to enjoy the driving 
experience. 

There’s 60/40 split folding rear seats and 
Kia has worked hard to improve storage 
space with plenty of extra pockets and cup 
holders.

Compared to the first boul, the latest 

version has a 20mm longer wheelbase and 
is 15mm wider and is 10mm lower to the 
ground. Boot space has increased by 14 li¬ 
tres to 354 litres, plus you get extra storage 
under the boot floor. 

Safety has also been high on the agen¬ 
da with ABS, electronic stability control, 
hill start, tyre pressure monitoring, emer¬ 
gency stop signalling with Normal, comfort 
and Sport modes available at the flick of 
a switch. 

There’s front, side and curtain airbags 


and impact-sensing automatic door un¬ 

locking as well as an engine immobiliser. 

Improvements to the suspension system 
mean you get a better ride and feel more 
confident in corners. The Soul is surprising 
comfortable on motorways too. 

Prices start at £12,600 but the test car 
would cost you a cool £19,750, which is lot 
of money for a car of this size. 

The advantages though include Kia’s 
incredible seven year or 100,000 mile 
warranty and roadside assistance for 12 
months.
